Seoul, Oct. 13.— It has just been 
learned th at twenty-two members of 
the “Ilchinhoi,” the p ro-Jap anese or­ 
ganization of Korea, were killed by 
Jap anese gendarm es at Cholado a few 
days ago. 
The affair has been kep t 
quiet, but has occasioned much un­ 
easiness because it might be consid­ 
ered as a ruthless slaughter of un­ 
offending Koreans hv the Jap anese sol­ 
diers and calculated to confirm p re­ 
vious rep orts of unnecessary cruelty 
p racticed by the Jap anese in Korea.

HOW TO CURE SKIN DISEASES. 


Vevay, Ind., Oct. 13.—Navigation is 
closed between Louisville and Cincin­ 
nati because of low water in th e Oh io 
river, th e lowest in twenty years. 
Steamer traffic between I^ouisville and 
points south is also cut off. Sandbars 
h ave reappeared, long submerged, and 
with th em are exposed traces of dis­ 
asters to river traffic in th e past. Prob 
ably th e most notable was th e destruc­ 
tion of two fine steamers—th e America 
and th e United States—plying between 
Louisville and Cincinnati, in December, 
18 68 . 
Great loss of life marked th is 
disaster. 
Th e America left th e wh arf 
at Louisville on th e evening of Decern 
ber 4, 18 68 , loaded writh passengers, 
wh o went to th eir berth s early. 
Sh e 
also carried a large quantity of coal 
oil on th e lower deck. 
Th e United 
States pulled out from Cincinnati about 
th e same h our. 
Th e nigh t was cold and dark, and 
th e pilots of th e steamers h ad difficulty 
in finding th e ch annel. 
Near Peak’s 
Landing, in Switzerland county, th ey 
came in sigh t of each oth er, and th e 
pilots barely h ad time to sound dis­ 
tress signals before th ere was a terrific 
crash ; 
th e impact crush ing in th e 
steamers’ bows. 
Barrels of oil burst 
and th e fluid spread over th e deck and 
was ignited by an overturned lamp. 
Flames enveloped both steamers as 
th ey floated h elpless. 
Many passengers leaped overboard 
and sank. Oth ers sough t life preserv­ 
ers or clung to broken timbers, but a 
large number were burned to death 
before th ey could make any effort at 
escape. 
Farmers living close to th e 
sh ore h urried to th e rescue, and th ey 
succeeded in saving a number of per­ 
sons, some of wh om h ad been seriously 
burned. 
Both steamers burned to th e water’s 
edge before th e blackened h ulls sank 
| from view. 
It is estimated th at more 
I th an 200 people perish ed by fire or 
drowning. 
Several of th e rescued 
were so badly burned th at th ey died. 
For many years following th e disas­ 
ter pieces of jewelry and oth er souve­ 
nirs were recovered during low water, 
and only recently a fish erman found a 
woman's watch —a mute reminder of 
th at terrible nigh t. 
Th e destruction of th ese steamers 
proved to h o th e greatest disaster ever 
recorded on th e Oh io river, and it was 
only exceeded in loss of life wh en th e 
Sultana, a few years before, exploded 
1 h er boilers and sank in th e depth s of 
! th e Mississippi river soon after leav­ 
ing Memph is, Tenn. Th e Sultana was 
! bearing nearly 2,000 passengers, most 
of th em soldiers wh o were returning to 
th eir h omes in th e North at th e close 
of th e war.
